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PREFACE 


This  manuscript  on  the  descendants  of  Thomas  Bridge  of  Morristown, 

New  Jersey,  and  especially  of  his  son  Benjamin,  soldier  of  the  Revolutionary 
Army  and  mry  ancestor,  is  a  documented  outline  of  material  from  miscellaneous 
sources  found  in  the  states  where  they  have  lived  and  in  the  National  Archives 
in  Washington,  D.C.  As  pioneer  farmers  in  Ohio  and  Wisconsin,  as  leaders  in 
their  communities,  as  soldiers,  many  of  them  contributed  to  their  state's 
development,  and  left  the  evidence  of  their  lives  in  such  various  ways  that 
we  have  been  able  to  place  them  on  their  family  tree. 

I  have  been  unable  to  find  a  connection  with  the  Massachusetts  Bridges  of 
the  printed  genealogies,  who  trace  their  ancestry  to  John  Bridge,  the  Puritan, 
memorialized  by  the  statue  near  the  Harvard  campus.  Our  family,  apparently 
the  only  one  of  the  name  in  New  Jersey  in  the  early  period,  may  have  come 
directly  from  England,  perhaps  from  Essex  as  did  the  Massachusetts  Bridges. 

The  data  have  been  compiled  from  such  sources  as  family  bibles,  tombstone 
and  cemetery  records;  wills  and  land  deeds  filed  in  courthouses  of  Eaton,  Ohio, 
and  Monroe,  Wisconsin;  obituaries  in  old  newspapers,  census  records,  military 
records  in  Army  Archives;  military  pension  records  and  bounty-land  grants. 

Some  relevant  material  was  gleaned  from  the  genealogy  query -and-answer  column 
of  the  Newark  .Evening  Times,  through  the  index  in  the  library  of  the  Hew  Jersey 
Historical  Society.  Of  help  were  data  on  Revolutionary  soldiers  compiled  by 
the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  and  the  latter's  lineage  records  of 
members.  Material  was  found  in  manuscript  files  of  libraries'  genealogy  depart¬ 
ments  as  well  as  such  printed  sources  as  colonial  church  records,  wills  and 
documents  of  New  Jersey  Archives.  Of  great  help  were  county  histories  and 
commemorative  biographies  of  midwestern  states  where  the  families  live:;  also 
the  genealogical  and  historical  magazines  of  New  Jersey,  Ohio,  and  Wisconsin. 

The  libraries  whose  collections  I  have  searched  are  those  of  Morristown  and 
Newark,  New  Jersey;  Brooklyn  and  New  York  City;  Columbus,  Ohio;  Milwaukee  and 
Madison,  Wisconsin;  D.A.R.  and  Library  of  Congress  in  Washington,  D.C,;

Thomas  Bridge  (d.1759)  of  New  Jersey 

Our  earliest  date  for  Thomas  Bridge  of  Morris  town,  Mow  Jersey ,  is  September 

2/ 

17,  17h0,  when  he  bought  a  200-acre  farm  there  of  John  Kay.  The  deed  (2U)~  says 
that  "it  lay  on  both  sides  of  the  road  which  led  from  Madison  to  Morristown  by 
way  of  Col.  Jacob  Ford’s". 

Thomas’  name  occurs  in  "A  List  of  the  Several  Freeholders  in  the  County  of 
Morris  as  fair  as  time  would  por'nt  taken  by  Vertue  of  a  Rule  of  the  Supream 
Court  by  John  Ford  Sheriff  of  the  County  of  Morris  this  thirteth  first  Day  of 
August  A  Domi  1752"  (2) . 

Thomas,  his  wife  Mary,  and  their  children  are  listed  in  the  Combined  Regis¬ 
ters  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Morristown.  The  four  oldest  were 
baptized  on  November  10,  17U5,  the  four  younger  ones  at  two-year  intervals  there¬ 
after  (la) . 

An  abstract  of  Thomas'  will,  made  Jan.  12,  1757,  has  been  published  (3a). 


To  quote:  "Bridge,  Thomas  of  Morristown,  Morris  County,  Yeoman,^ will  of.  Wife, 
Mary.  Children, — David,  John,  Ralph,  Thomas,  Benjamin,  Elizabeth,  Sarah,  Pamela, 
.ill  under  age."  This  will  was  probated  Jan.  lo,  1700.  The  following  accompanies 
the  abstract:  1759.  Oct.  10.  Inventory  £  205. 11. U.  This  indicates  that  he 
died  in  1759  and  the  will  was  probated  some  three  months  after  his  death.

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Of  Thomas’  wife,  we  know  only  that  her  name  was  Mary,  that  she  was  born  in  1707 
and  died  Eeb,6,1777.  Their  children  were: 

1.  David,  born  about  1740.  Among  record.3  of  old  Hew  Jersey  wills  is  the  notat¬ 
ion  that  he  died  intestate  in  1764,  leaving  a  widow  named  Chloc  and  an  estate  valu< 
at  eight  pounds  and  twelve  shillings  (3c, 4).  Chloc  petitioned  for  settlement  of  hi 
estate  June  22,1764  (24). 

2.  Elizabeth,  bom  about  17 42,  was  married  on  Dec, 6,1764  to  Abel  Tompkins  (born 
in  1741) •  Their  children  and  dates  of  birth  (lc)  were:  Sarah,  1764  (k$ic); 

Phoebe,  Feb, 6,1766;  Mary, Aug ,23, 1763;  Anna,  Sept. 23, 1770;  Jacob,  Aug,  17, 1772^ 
(m, Abigail  Dean);  John,  1776,  The  Tompkins  Genealogy  (22,p.99)  includes  an  Eliza¬ 
beth  also,  but  no  Sarah,  Abel  died  about  March  1,1777,  of  smallpox  contracted 
while  nursing  prisoners  of  the  Revolutionary  Aimy  in  the  house  of  Elizabeth’!  bro¬ 
ther,  Ralph,  which  had  been  converted  into  a  smallpox  hospital  ( 5a) .  Six  years 
later,  March  16,1733,  Elizabeth  became  the  third  wife  of  Benjamin  Prudden,  son  of 
Joseph  Pru-’den  of  the  Morristown  church,  and  grandson  of  Rcrv,  John  Prudden  of  the 
Newark  church.  They  were  married  by  "Tim’y  Johncs,  Pastor  of  the  Church  at  Morris¬ 
town  and  moved  to  Redstone,  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania  (l,p.!97;  24).  On  Dec. 
10,1793,  she  filed  an  application  for  compensation  for  her  first  husband’s  death, 
stating  that  he  had  been  fatally  affected  "by  the  stink  and  malignity  of  the  dis¬ 
order  then  prevailing  in  the  hospital".  One  of  those  who  testified  in  the  case  was 


John  ward,  Elizabeth’s  brothci*- in-law,  who  said  that  Tompkins  had  been  on  a  tour  ol 

duty  in  the  militia -  guarding  the  Continental  Stores  and  Prisoners"  and  was 

taken  from  the  Guard  to  the  hospital  to  take  care  of  the  s oldie  1-3  sick  with  small¬ 
pox.  The  government  settled  with  an  amount  equal  to  half  hi3  pay  from  tho  date 
of  his  death  to  the  du.tc  of  his  widow’s  marriage  to  Prudden.

17 Bn,  Their  children  were  Henry,  Harriet,  Besscy,  Ludlow,  Jchanna, 
Mary  finr>,  Loves  Kitoboll,  Jane  A,,  Willi  am  A,,  and  Charles,  His  son,  William 
Kitcl.e.Ll  (Sent.  21,1769-April  9,1845)  married  Phoebe  taller  (1779-May  12,1802) 
on  Dec,  5*1797;  and  had  John  (died  3.871,  unmarried),  Lewis  K,  who  married  Paul¬ 
ine  U.  Judd,  on  July  12,1824,  and  had  ni.ne  children;  and  Evelyn  who  married  Rich-  - 
ard  L.  Wrood,  After  his  wife’s  death,  Kitchell  married  Susan  Day  on  March  4,1804.

the  Array  Archives  in  Washington,  D.C.,  show  that  he  first  enlisted  Feb,  14,1776, 
was  left  sick  at  Schenectady  on  Oct,  26,1776,  was  in  camp  at  Ticonderoga  Nov,  23, 
1776,  rc-cnlistcd  Jan.  29,1777,  was  in  garrison  on  lit.  Independence,  Feb.  23,1777, 
and  was  discharged  Aug,  15,1777.  His  plantation  was  part  of  the  Thomas  Bridge 
homestead  and  in  his  possession  as  late  as  1785.  The  Rogers  family  still  o’mod

Another  Bridge,  Robei-t,  is  listed  by  Stryker  as  one  of  three  Bridges  from  Hew 
Jersey  in  the  tJar  of  the  Revolution  (9).  This  is  puzzling  brccuso  like  the  other 
two,  Ralph  and  Benjamin,  Robert  came  from  Harris  County,  yet  no  record  has  been 
found  of  other  Bridges  in  Now  Jersey  prior  to  1300  except  this  one  family  of 
i  .on  1st  own.

Tho  ponsion  was  granted—  eight  do  liars  a  month  with  arrears  from  the  t  me  since 
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O.S'^ifdl^ctLxun  was  nrst  filed  in  1818,  Notification  dated  May  23,1821,  was 
sent  to  Eaton,  Preble  County,  Ohio,  Benjamin’s  son  John  had  taken  up  land  near 
Eaton  in  1812,  which  probably  was  the  reason  for  Benjamin’s  move  there. 

In  1838  Benjamin  made  his  last  move-  to  Greene  County,  Ohio,  to  live  with  his 
youngest  daughter,  Elizabeth,  whose  husband,  william  Cox,  was  a  well-to-do  farm¬ 
er  in  Bath  Township  (1850  Census),  Benjamin  is  listed  from  there  in  the  "Census 
of  Pensioners  for  Revolutionary  or  idlitart  Services,  as  Returned  under  the  Act 
for  taldng  the  Sixth  Census  in  1840" ,  Me  have  the  date  of  his  move  to  Greene 
County  from  an  affidavit  filed  with  his  pension  claim,  "Mar  Department:  Revolu- 
tionary  Claim,  I  certify  that  in  conformity  with  the  law  of  the  United  States 
of  March  18,1818,  Benjamin  Bridge,  late  a  private  in  the  Anpy  of  the  Revolution, 
is  inscribed  on  the  Pension  List  Roll  of  this  Ohio  agency - that  he  now  re¬ 

sides  in  Greene  County  and  has  resided  there  near  four  years  past  and  previous 
thereto  he  resided  in  Butler  County,  Ohio,  Sworn  April,  1842. 11  The  last  docu¬ 
ment  filed  in  connection  with  his  pension  says:  "I,  Benjamin  Bridge  of  Greene 
County  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  a  Revolutionary  pensioner  of  the  United  States,  do 

hereby  constitute  and  appoint  William  Cox  my  true  and  lav/ful  attorney - -  .  to 

receive'imy  pension  from  4  Sept, 1841  to  March  4  1842,  Witness  my  hand  and  seal  7 
April,1842" ,  Cox’s  roccipt  for  forty-eight  dollars  he  collected  for  the  six 
months  is  there,  with  a  certified  statement  that  the  power  of  attorney  to  collect 
it  was  not  given  him  "by  reason  of  uny  sale,  transfer  or  mortgage"  of  the  pension ( 
shoeing  the  government ’s  protection  of  the  pensioner  against  claims  for  debts, 
Benjamin  died  tire  next  year,  on  April  17, 1843 >  and  was  buried  in  Knob  Prairie 
Cemetery  near  Enon,  Clark  County,  Ohio.

He  had  moved  his  family  to  it  in  1206  from 
Butler  County,  near  Middleton,  and  lived  there  the  rest  of  his  life.  Tar  iml 
is  described  (p.  305)  as  n.w.  quarter  of  section  4>  tsp.

Goldsmith  served  in  the  War  of  1812,  he  and  his  family  w  -re  members  cf  the 
Eaton  Christian  Church  of  which  he  was  a  deacon.

According  to  llrs.  Runyon  of  Eaton  there  is  another  deed  recording  an  ex¬ 
change  of  land  by  him  in  Warren  County,  0.,  in  1825.  In  1850  he  was  liv¬ 
ing  on  a  farm  near  Metea  in  Cass  County,  Bethlehem  Twsp,,  nine  miles  north 
of  Logar.sport,  Ind.  A  letter  he  wrote  that  year  to  his  Wisconsin  relatives, 
the  children  of  his  brother  John,  indicates  that  he  moved  from  Ohio  to  Ind¬ 
iana  in  1836,  the  same  year  that  John  moved  from  Ohio  to  Wisconsin.  This 
letter  (Appendix  I)  is  in  the  possession  of  Ralph  Bridge  of  Juda,  Wis.

In  1312  John  bought  from  the  government  1$0  acres  of  land  in  Preble  County, 
near  da ton,  Ohio.  Ralph  fridge  of  Juda,  bis.,  has  tho  original  deed  to  this  land, 
dated  July  30,1012,  and  signed  by  President  James  iiadison.  The  farm  is  reached  by 
driving  two  miles  cast  from  baton  on  the  Dayton  Road,  then  a  mile  south  on  the  old 
Larder,  now  the  Yost  Road  (s.c.  quarter  of  sect.  1  of  trap.  7  in  range  2,  lying  cast 
of  the  meridian) . 


John  probably  came  to  Treble  County  from  Butler  County  where  his  father  and 
other  members  of  the  family  were  living.  Other  Bridges  whose  connections  with  the 
line  we  are.  tracing  is  not  ’:nown  to  us  settled  in  Warren  County,  lirs,  Grace  Runyan, 
a  D.A.R.  historian  and  author  of  "Historical  Facts  on  Treble  County  (19)  has 
’.written  us:  "when  the  pioneers  were  trying  to  establish  homes  in  this  southwest 
section  of  Ohio,  moot  of  them  came  through  Cincinnati.  I’hcrc  was  a  well-defined 
trail  to  barren  County,  where  all  seem  to  have  ta:  ried,  especially  if  families  were 
along,  then  going  north  to  Preble  County,  or  west  to  Duller  County  then  north  to 
Treble  County". 

John  served  in  the  bar  of  1012  (11.  p.34;  12,  p,40).  His  application,  dated 
Tunc  4,1252,  for  bounty  land  granted  by  the  government  to  cx-soldici’s  says  he  "  was 
a  private  in  the  company  (Ohio  militia)  commanded  by  Captain  John  Fleming  and  served 
in  that  detachment  of  said  Company  co.  ananded  by  Lieutenant  Silas  Fleming  in  the  Reg¬ 
iment  of  Infantiy  commanded  by  major  George  Adams  in  the  bar  with  Great  Dritain 
declared  b2r  the  United  States  June  13th  A,D.  1312",  He  was  drafted  at  Raton  and  W'as 
honorably  discharged  at  Fort  Hisbet  in  estern  Ohio  (where  he  was  stationed  after 
hie  company  had  been  "ordered  to  tho  frontiers")  after  serving  his  term  of  six

mitten 'there,  too,  with  a  statement  by  the  judge  certifying  that  he  consulted  her 
separately  to  ascertain  that  she  freely  gave  her  consent  to  the  sale.  The  purchaser, 
J.B.  Sayres,  in  a  later  record  °f  transfer  of  the  land  to  Curry  for  debt  (p.404) 
says  that  he  aid  ,.-l600  for  the  loO  acres. 

John  and  his  sons,  David  and  Jci  c.  iiah,  with  their  uncle,  Jonathan  0.  Clark, 
(1795-10G5)  had  selected  their  Wisconsin  land  in  1035,  and  became  tho  first  settlers 
Li  Jefferson  township.  Green  County,  in  1036  (13,  p.  167;  14,  p.  067).  In  the  First 
Territorial  Census  of  1036  (15)  the  Bridges  arc  represented  by  a  single  listing 
reading  "J.  Bridge,  0".  John's  third  son,  John  Hathaway  Bridge,  came  in  1040, 
though  we  arc  told  (l4,p.  969)  that  he,  too,  selected  his  land  in  1035* 

The  Bridges  and  the  friends  who  came  to  Wisconsin  with  them,  or  coon  after, 
settled  near  each  other —  the  elder  John  on  section  29  of  Jofferson  township,  and 
his  sons  nearby.  In  1037,  there  came  Lichacl  Albin  who  married  John's  daughter, 
Jcborah  Ann,  and  Joel  Dc  Camp  who  had  r.ia:  ried  John's  da  ightcr  iiatilda  in  Ohio. 

Bingham  (13,  p.l60)  says  that  the  fam  sites  were  selected  with  reference  to  tics 
of  friendship  fonucd  through  the  church  organizations,  those  of  the  Christian 
church  to  which  the  Biidgcs  belonged  congregating  near  section  32. 

A  few  details  of  their  lives  as  pioneers  of  Jefferson  township  arc  known  to  us 
from  events  recorded  in  the  two  histories  of  Green  County, VVisconain,  (13,  14) .  Uc 
arc  told  that  soon  after  her  arrival  Hrs.  Jolin  Bridge  instituted  a  weekly  spelling 
school  in  her  home,  attended  by  all  children  within  a  mile*  The  first  regular 
school  was  held  at  the  home  of  David  Dridge*  T]1C  first  religious  services  in  tho 
southwestern  part  of  the  township  were  held  in  his  home.  The  congregation  in¬ 
cluded  John's  wife,  Deborah;  their  three  sons,  David,  Jeremiah,  and  John  II.;  and

Jeremiah  i.'as 
elected  a  committee  chaiman  at  the  first  election  held  in  Jefferson  toivnship.  A 
later  list  of  township  officers  contains  the  names  of  both  Jeremiah  and  Pehn  H, 
Bridge,  So  wc  know  that  John  and  his  family  were  active  in  promoting  the  -welfare 
of  this  pioneer  co.  inunity. 

In  1850  the  government  passed  a  bounty-land  act  for  the  benefit  of  cx-3oldicrs 
of  the  bar  of  1812.  The  elder  John  applied  for  and  received  in  1852  a  warrant  en¬ 
titling  hin_to"80  acres  of  lancL.  His  application  and  papers  filed  in  connection 
_  with  it  arc  in  a  folder  in  the  Bounty-Land  Files  of  the  Office  of  Pension  Records 
in  the  11  S. Archives,  Washington,  D.  w. 

The  old  letters,  documents,  affidavits,  and  newspaper  clippings  in  John’s  fold¬ 
er  tell  us  that  he  sold  his  bounty-land  warrant.  It  was  purchased  in  18 5 A  by  Jacob 
I:.  Rogers  of  the  Iowa  House  of  Representatives from  G.A.  Newcomb  after  it  had 
passed  through  several  hands — an  example  of  the  coni, ion  practice  of  speculating  in 
warrants  whose  original  owners  wanted  money  more  than  land.  Rogers  lost  the  warrant 

in  the  Township  of  Eden,  County  of  Fayette,  Iowa,  on  July  18,1854.  kith  the  petit-

petition  to  the  government  for  a  duplicate ?  -Re  enclosed  a  dollar  as  recompense  for 
tho  trouble  he  was  causing!  He  was  notified  that  he  must  prove  his  efforts  to  re¬ 
cover  the  ..'arrant  by  submitting  evidence  of  publication  of  its  loss  in  the  near¬ 
est  newspaper.  So  there  in  tho  folder  is  the  jrcllowcd  newspaper  clipping  from 
"Fayette  County  Pioneer"  of  ..cst  Union,  Iowa,  headed  "Lost  Land  --arrant",  giving 
the  time  and  place  of  his  loss  of  "military  Bounty-Land  warrant  No,  43714  issuded 

to  John  Bridge - There  is  a  certified  statement  from  the  newspaper  editor  that 

the  notice  appeared  in  six  consecutive  numbers  of  tho  paper,  a"Nowspapcr  of  general 
circulation",  boginning  iiarch  21, 1855.  i'hc  government  rcissudd  the  warrant- Oct,  8, 
1855.  There  is  no  evidence  in  the  folder  that  the  original  ever  turned  up.  (But 
the  one  markod  "Du  licatc"  is  there  with  the  record  that  it  was  finally  submitted 
for  land  by  one  iiichaol  Finnegan  uho  was  granted  80  acres  near  Chatf.l.cld,  iiinn.  in

left  eve1'  -v  vp  j  opd^lly  divided  among  my  children—".  This  wuul  deducted  various 
s’uks  up  to  ,.’7-:lc.95  that  bad  already  "been  received  from  mo",  from  the  shares  of 
three  of  them,  showing  that  he  kept  exact  records  even  in  dealing  with  his  child¬ 
ren,  He  named  his  wife  and  two  older  sons,  David  C*  and  Jeremiah,  as  executors. 

The  papers  filed  with  the  will  snow  it  to  have  been  set  aside  on  the  grounds 
that  it  was  witnessed  by  only  two  persons  whereas  the  law  required  three.  The 
executors  uhen  divided  the  property  among  the  children  without  specifying  money 
dccjoliors  from  tho  shares  of  the  three  who  had  borrowed  from  their  father;  but 
when  the  lands  wore  divided,  we  see  by  tho  final  settlement  (Feb.  19,185o)  that 
these  three  received  50,  5':,  and  50  acres,  respectively^  as  compared  with  SO  to  90 
acres  for  each  of  the  others , 

Among  the  old  papers  filed  with  the  will  is  an  inventory  of  John’s  personal 
property.  Besides  a  black  marc  worth  ,7>0  it  lists  small  items  cf  house  furnish¬ 
ings  and  farm  equipment,  including  a  kit  of  shoc-makiiv;  tools,  a  sausage  st’iffer, 
a  candle-mold,  a  "krout"  tub,  a  buffalo  robe,  an  umbrella  worth  25£,  a  wash  tub, 
five  horseshoes,  3  boards,  a  "cold  chisscl",  etc.  Telling  more  cf  John  him  ; elf 
were  his  books — a  Bible,  Testament,  History  of  Josephus,  Ca.ipbe"1 1  ’s  Debates,

Jack  Downing’s  Letters,  a  Geography  and  Atlas,  There  was  little  money  to  divide.

"ethers  came  jto  Croon  Gonnir/J  before  him  but  he  came  to  stay,  and  has  lived  hero 
ever  since,  an  honored  and  vaiv.od  factor  of  the  community  that  had  grown  up  around 
tlic  pioneers".  It  was  stated  further  that  he  ms  the  lint" to  urgo  selection  of  a 
dolegution  to  attend  a  con'ronte.o.i  at  i'udison  which  organized  the  Republican  party, 
of  which  Hr,  bridge  remained.  a  ti-nc  er.i  faithful  member  ever  liter"*,  He  was  tho 
leader  in  the  organization  cf  the  first  Lome ty  of  Christians  (then  exiled  Liberals) 
in  the  county,  ml  built  tho  first  church  of  that  denoix nation  in  Home.

Eetha  Eagon  of  Seattle,  Uash,  The  evidence  for 
tho  identity  of  this  Elizabeth  is  as  follows:  uo  know  that  B0hn  had  five  daughters 
(1A, p.969:  l6,p,39l)  four  of  whom  grew  to  maturity  and  are  known  to  us,  ^he  fifth 
was  lost  until  soveral  bits  of  circumstantial  evidence  have  pointed  to.  the  above 
identification.  First,  the  1830  census  of  Preble  County  tolls  us  of  these  five, 
two  wore  then  in  the  age  class  16-26,  One  of  these  we  know,  also  the  dates  for  the 
three  daughters  who  were  younger.  So  presumably  the  missing  daughter  was  in  this 
class  in  1820,  Assuming  the  usual  spacing  of  tho  seven  children  whose  birthdatos 
we  know,  at  least  approximately,  it  is  a  good  guess  that  the  missing  daughter  in 
this  age  class  v/as  born  between  David  and  Jeremiah  whose  birthdates  were  1798  and 
1802,  respectively.  If  so,  she  would  have  been  about  20  years  old  when  the  eensud 
was  taken.  That  she  died  unmarried  three  years  later  is  probable  from  the  entry  in

She  and  her  sister  Nancy  came  to  Wisconsin  with  their  parents  in  1836.  She  soon 
married  Michael  Alb in  (b.  1811)  who  came  from  Ohio  and  settled  near  the  Bridges  in 
I836  or  1837  ( 13 , p . 168 ;  L*, p.869, 871) .  They  moved  from  Wisconsin  to  Douglas  County, 
Clinton  Township,  Kansas,  in  1853.  Their  children  with  dates  of  birth  were:  Nancy  C., 
1839;  Susan  E«,  ]01|O;  Emily  E. ,  181*1*;  >arah  A.,  181*6;  William  W. ,  born  and  died 
.’n  18|i9, 
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3.  John  Hathaway  was  born  April  3,1815,  in  Preble  County,  Ohio,  (l6, p.391). 


Ho  died  in  Colorado  on  June  5,1884.  ^n  1836  ho  had  marriod  Nancy  Samplo  (Fcb#19, 
1815-Oct.  30,1899)  of  Virginia,  Somo  do  tails  concerning  her  are  given  in  bhr 
obituary  published  in  the  Monroe  Evening  Times  of  Octobor  31,1899. 

In  1835  John  came  with  his  brothors  to  Wisconsin  and  seloctcd  land  in  Soction 
30  in  Jefferson  Township,  Green  County,  H0  rotdrncd  to  Ohio  the  next  year  and 
camo  back  with  his  family  in  1840  and  sottlod  on  his  land. 

Our  sources  of  information  about  John  H,  bosides  tho  coumty  histories  referrod 
to  in  connection  with  othor  members  of  the  family  (12,PP»132,  175;  14.op.392. 

868,871,989)  arc  tho  Commorative  Biographical  Records  for  Somo  Wisconsin  Counties 
Q6,p.39l)  in  v/hich  that  of  his  son  Joseph  is  the  only  Bridge  biography  included, 
the  monument  in  the  family  lot  in  Monroe  which  gives  tho  names  and  dates  of  all 
his  children,  an  old  diary  (28)  and  the  two  articles  published  in  tho  Monroe 
Sentinel  for  Juno  11,1834,  at  the  timo  of  his  death.  Incidentally,  our  learning 
from  Fred  Bolender  of  Monroe  (d,1955)  that  Johnfs  middlo  initial  (H.)  stood  for 
Hathaway  was  our  first  bit  of  ovidcnco  connecting  the  Wisconsin  Bridges  with 
their  Revolutionary  forefather,  Benjamin  Bridge  of  New  Jersey  and  Ohio,  who  was 
known  to  have  marriod  a  Hathaway. 

John  was  tho  first  deacon  of  the  Chris tian  church  organized  by  tho  pioneer 
settlers  in  J off orson  Township  in  1840  under  the  leadership  of  his  brother  David, 
Ho  was  tho  first  treasurer  of  tho  township, a  man  of  hotable  industry,  strict 
probity  and  strong  character" ,  He  bocamc^o^  the  largest  landowners  and  cattlo. 
raisers  in  the  township  and  bnilt  one  of  the  largest  buildings  in  Monroe  about 
1857.  He  took  an  active  part  in  bringing  the  first  railroad  to  Monroe,  Hc  re¬ 
tired  to  live  in  Monroe  in  1373.  There  is  a  portrait  of  him  in  one  of  tho  Green 
County  histories  (14,  facing  pago  523), 

In  1884  ho  and  his  son  Joseph  wont  on  a  trip  to  Colorado  "to  see  tho  land3 
boyond  tho  Mississippi"  and  visited  in  Iowa  and  Kansas,  wo  aro  told  by  tho 
ponthumouo  article  about  him  in  tho  it>nroo  Guntinol  for  liuno  11  of  that  year, 
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"cholera  morbus".  The  Sentinel  goes  on  to  say  "ho  had  livod  an  industrious, 
plodding  sort  of  life  until  within  a  few  years,  when  he  retired  from  farming  to 
live  in  Monroe,  investing  in  real  estate,  and  receiving  a  handsomo  incomo  from 
his  accumulated  wealth". 

He  was  buried  in  ^roenwood  cemetery,  Monroe,  where  the  family  monument  tells 
of  successive  tra^edios  that  must  have  saddened  his  life, -the  early  deaths  of 
fivo  of  his  children  leaving  but  ono,  Josoph,  to  grow  to  maturity.  His  children 
were:  Susan  Ann  (Susanna)  (1837-8);  Jeromiah  (1838-40);  Emalino  (1845-54); 
Benjamin  F,  (1847-60);  Joseph  T.  (Oct,  9,1949-Aug.  19,1895);  John  (1856-7), 
Joseph  T.  Bridge’s  biography  (l6,p. 391-392)  and  his  obituary  in  the  Monroe 
Sentinel  for  August  21,1895,  tell  us  that  like  his  father  he  was  a  prominent, 
wcll-te-do  citizen  of  Monroe,  an  alderman  on  tho  Christian  church.  He  inherited 
hi3  fathor’s  large  estate  (including  a  farm  in  Jefferson  Township)  which  he  in¬ 
creased  by  "prudent  management".  His  obituary  states  that  he  rvas  cxcmplaiy  in 
habits,  a  clean  man  and  a  good  citizen  respected  by  all  who  knew  him, 

Joseph’s  wife,  whom  ho  married  Dec,  22,1874,  was  Anna  Hosier  (d.1892).  Hor 
parents  were  Evan  Abram  and  Rachel  Hosier,  who  first  came  to  Wisconsin  from  Ohio 
in  1850,  and  whose  children  besides  Anna  wore:  Hariison  of  Denver,  Colo,,  Sarah 
E, ,  Abram,  and  Gcor_,e  B,  of  Kansas  City,  Mo,

Letter  written  by  Ebenezer  Bridge  (b,179l)  from 
Cass  County,  Indiana,  to  his  Wisconsin  rolatives 

MCass  County  Ind  January  the  15th, 1850 

Dear  friends-  After  a  long  long  laps  of  time  I  take  my  pen  in  hand  to  inform 
you  that  wo  are  all  in  good  health  hoping  you  are  all  injoying  the  same  blessing. 
We  received  your  letter  bearing  date  Dec,  the  2nd, 1849  yesterday  which  gave  us 
much  satisfaction,  I  will  now  proefcde  to  give  you  some  acount  of  our  situation 
in  life  and  of  our  family  and  relations  and  old  acquaintences. 

Wc  are  living  9  miles  N.E.  of  Logansport  in  ^ass  County  where  we  moved  t$-13 
years  ago  last  spring,  tie  have  240  acres  of  land  hear  of  a  good  quality  well 

vr 

wattered  by  a  good  3troam  of  stock  wattcr  runing  through  it  and  some  6  or  8 
good  springs  on  it.  Well  timbored,  wc  hovo  got  95  acres  in  cultivation  and 
about  180  acres  under  fence  and  160  acres  of  land  in  Pulaskio  County  about  25 
miles  from  whore  wc  live. 

Our  oldest  son  wont  to  Mexico' as  you  have  heard.  He  went  under  General  Scot 

and  ho  returned  no  more.  He  died  near  the  Citty  of  Mexico  of  the  common 

diseas  of  that  country.  The  loss  to  us  is  irrepairoble.  two  oldest  girls 

is  married,  ^arah  Lii^aboth  married  Josoph  A.  Howland  and  is  living  about  25 

miles  from  us,  ^arolino  marriod  William  H.  Hcnton  and  lives  about  lo  miles 

from  us.  Our  other  two  children  is  at  home,  William  i3  small  of  his  age  and 

not  able  to  do  much  good  on  the  farm  so  I  am  sonding  him  to  school  the  most  of 

the  time,  Elizabeth  and  Caroline’s  husbands  have  both  got  land  of  their  own. 

Father  Sellers  died  the  next  fall  after  he  came  to  this  county  of  a  Appoploc- 

tic  fit  and  Mother  Sellers  died  the  next  spring  a  yoar  with  the  dropscy  «%nd 

Elizabeth  Scllors  diod  tho  summer  following  with  consumption  and  Orpah  diod  about 

jr.

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Hawing  about  their  fathers  estate  ever  since  the  old  man  died  and  are  both  nearly 
bro|6k  up*  Joseph  administered  on  his  fathers  ostate  and  John  Scot  and  Samuel 
Ward  Sr,  went  his  bale.  Have  12  hundred  and  50  dollars  to  pay  for  liim  which 
will  brako  them  if  they  cant  come  at  his  ''roperty,  '^hey  have  commenced  suit 
in’Chan&ciy  which  \dll  be  tried  in  February  noxt  if  not  put  off. 

Samuol  v<ard  is  living  in  Pulaski  County  about  20  miles  from  me  and  is  doing  well 
enough  if  he  can  save  his  properly,  and  his  family  was  all  well  2  weeks  ago, 

Sally  Richardson  departed  this  life  last  summer.  Little  John  Sellers  and  wi.fo 
is  both  d.dad,  ihey  died  at  their  residence  about  15  miles  from  us,  Nathan 
Sellers  lives  about  35  miles  from  us  and  was  all  well  not  long  since. 

Tell  ycur  father!  John  ( 1774-1855)  1  that  his  old  friend  John  wats  died  in  this

county  about  2  yeers  ago.  His  children  is  all  living  about  here  and  doing  well. 
Wo  heard  from  your  Aunt  Sarah  Clark  about  4  months  ago  at  which  time  shu  was 
well,  Hio  con- John  Thompson  is  dead, 

I  now  will  inform  you  that  Francis  Bridge  lives  at  Nilos,  statu  of  Mishigan  and 
I  shall  this  day  rite  to  him  and  also  send  him  the  letter  that  you  directed  to 
him  and  myself,  I  shall  advise  him  to  do  somo thing  about  his  land  quickly.  I 
think  he  is  in  a  poor  situation  to  do  much  and  if  your  or  any  of  your  friends 
can  save  it  it  would  bo  better  than  to  let  it  go  into  tho  hands  of  strangers.  I 
received  a  letter  from  one  Jaboz  Johnson  tho  same  day  that  I  got  ypurs  who  lives 
in  your  county  and  who  I  think  is  trying  to  get  hold  of  it.  I  will  just  say 
honesty  is  a  very  good  policy. 


Our*  crops  of  xdieat  the  past  season  was  tgditc  poor,  oats  midling,  corn  good. 

Whcot  is  worth  from  60  to  75  cents,  oats  25,  corn  25  and  on  tho  rise. 

Our  cannall  has  boon  compleated  from  ^ogansport  to  the  Lako  several  years  ago 
and  will  soon  bo  finishod  to  tho  Ohio  River,  uc  have  twm  lines  of  tho  Electro

Magetic  telegraph  pasing  through  Lcgarisporb,  one  North  and  South,  tho  other  East 
and  West  so  that  we  can  get  the  news  from  any  jjart  of  the  Union  in  loss  tnan  no 
time.

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Logansport  at  half  past  five.  Quick  work.  Dont  laugh  but  what  wont  Yankee  wit

APPENDIX  II 
Other  Bridge  Families 


Some  of  the  Bridges  now  living  in  Ohio  may  be  descended  from  that  Bcrvjamin 
(p.  9^of  this  pape-")  who  married  Elizabeth  11  avis  in  Butler  County,  Ohio,  in  1C16, 
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We  have  no  record  o.f  Jfro^r  children.  The  name  Bon  (for  Benjamin)  Bridgo  on  a 
downtown  jcdrclry  stcre  window  in  Seattle  interests  us*  Also  the  case  of  that 
Francis  Bridge  living  in  Kilos,  Michigan,  in  1850  who  named  his  first  sen  Benjamin. 

The  1850  letter  from  Elenezer.  who  lived  near  Kotca  in  Cass  County,  Indiana, 
(Appendix  I)  to  his  Wisconsin  relatives  refers  to  Francis  in  such  terms  as  to 
show  that  ho  wan  a  relative  known  to  our  Wisconsin  family.  On  searching  the  .1650 
Census  of  Berrien  County,  Michigan,  wc  found  a  Francis  D.  Bridge,  37  years  old. 

He  was  born  in  Chio  as  wore  his  two  older  children,  Julia,  8  years,  and  Patience, 

6  years,  'he  older  son,  Ecnjamin,  4  years,  was  born  in  Indiana,  and  the  youngest 
child,  Joshua,  1  year,  in  Michigan,  “e  wonder  if  Francis  could  havo  been  tho 


son  of  that  Benjamin  ^ho  was  Ebcnczcr’s  older  brother,  his  niddlo  initial  poss¬ 
ibly  standing  for  Davis,  his  mother's  surnnmo.  Unfortunatoly,  if  his  ago  wero 
really  thirty-sevon  years  in  1050,  his  birthdatc  would  have  been  1813,  throo 
years  bofofc  tho  narrlago  date  recorded  for  Benjamin,

Two  men  of  our  original  New  Jersey  family  whose  descendants  wo  have  not  been- . 
able  to  trace  n  that  state  might  have  moved  West,  There  was  Ralph,  brother  of 
our  Revolutionary  ancestor  Benjamin  of  Morristown,  and  Lewis,  son  of  that  Ben¬ 
jamin^  brother  John*  Sc  there  is  certainly  tho  possibility  that  some  of  those 
other  Bridge  families  whose  named  djipdhi1  in  thd  druidic  of  Ohio,  Illinois,  Ind¬ 
iana,  and  Wisconsin  .arc  related  to  the  line  wo  have  been  tracing. 

For  instance  -chore  was  a  air.  Bridge  of  Butler  County,  Ohio,  who ‘was  killed 
in  the  Civil  ^ar  !].2a,  p,2J7)->  On  pogo  30i  of  this  history  a  John  Bridge  is 
listed  in  the  "Register  of  tho  First  Adult  Members"  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Hamilton,  Ohio*  The  ancestors  of  our  Bridge  line  wore  Presbyterians  in  New 
Jorscy* 

We  should  mention  also  the  Reverend  George  Bridge  whose  uncalled-for  mail 
in  the  Eaton,  Ohio,  po3t  office  cauood  hie  name  to  bo  listed  in  tho  "Eaton  Demo¬ 
crat"  for  Juno  2,  1053,  which  wo  foulnd  in  tho  Ohio  Historical  Society’s  library 
in  Columbus  whilo  searching  for  obituaries. 

In  The  History  of  Christian  County,  Illinois,  ( 12 d)  there  is  a  biographical 
noto  about  a  John  A,  Bridge  who  was  born  in  1340,  son  of  Thomas  Bridge  of  Camden, 
Preble  County,  Ohio,  Camden  is  just  a  few  milos  south  of  Eaton,  hence  very  near 
the  farm  on  which  our  Bridge  family  lived,  Thomas  was  born  in  Butler  County, 
whence  came  our  Bridges,  His  father  came  from  New  Jersey,  whcnco  came  our  Bridgos, 
Jphn’s  wife  is  mentioned  as  a  monhor  of  tho  Christian  church,  to  which  our  Bridgos 
belonged  after  moving  to  Ohio,  Incidentally,  Tho  History  of  Prcblo  County  (12) 
tells  us  that  J.A,  Bridgo  was  living  in  that  county  at  the  time  of  the  Civil  War, 
;fhnt  ho  oorved  in  tho  Ohio  infantry,  and  lator  (1363)  movod  to  Assumption,  Ill, 

In  tha  Eatoh  Court  Hou3o  thorc  i3  a  land  deed  signed  by  a  Thomas  and  ousanna 
Bridgo,  Mr3,  fcratro  Runyon  of  Eat  -n  ha3  3ont  us  tho  following  data  copiod  from 
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old  tombstones  in  the  vicinity  of  Eaton:  Thomas  Bridge  b*  Apr,  19,  1013,  d„  100- 
Susarna  Bridge,  b,  Juno  15,  161  A,  d.  May  7 ,  1639;  Susan  Bridge,  b,  June  1,  1815, 
d,  Nev,  27,  1877;  Lj'dia  Bridge,  d.  Apr,  3.0,  183.8, 

The  Thomas  of  the  two  preceding  paragraphs,  father  of  J. A „ Bridge  of  the 
biogi'aphical  note,  may  have  been  the  non  of  that  Benjamin  who  was  the  seventh 
child  of  our  ancestor  Benjamin  (ptSjfbf  our  outline).  Tho  reasons  for  the  sus¬ 
picion  are  not  only  his  namo  Thomas,  but  tho  fact  that  his  father  is  said  to  have 
been  born  in  Now  Jersoy,  as  wo  oan  assumo  the  youngor  Benjamin  was,  sinco  the 
youngewt  child  of  tho  family,  Ibcnozcr,  was  born  thoro#  This  youngor  Benjamin 
was  in  But  lor  County  in  1816,  we  know  from  his  naniaco  record,  and  tho  bio¬

tho  trial,  later  coning  back  to  Indiana,  John,  ho  who  was  roprioved,  sot tied
